Ts Hitler Still Alive?’

LONDON, Sept. 8.—(UP)—A 
manhunt that ranges from Berlin 
to Madrid, from Tokyo to Buenos 
Aires, is under way today on the 
chance that Adolf Hitler is still 
alive. 

The actual fate of der Fuehre 
is the war’s biggest mystery and 
the Allies, not daring to gamble 
on such an issue, are tracking 
down every clue, investigating ev- 
ery rumor lest the story that Hit- 
ler took his own life beneath Ber- 
lin’s Reichschancellery prove to 
be history’s greatest 
tragic hoax. 

In Germany, security officers of 
the four occupying powers have 
organized a door-to-door search in 
the cities, villages and farmlands. 
They are screening the prisoner 
of war cages and looking among 
the millions of men of the broken

They are checking every report, 
no matter how fantastic. One 
story has it that Hitler escaped to 
Japan by submarine; another that 
he is in Argentina; a third that he 
is hiding in Sweden. The latest 
rumors are that he is on board a 
yacht in the estuary of the Elbe 
river or living in luxury at a long- 
prepared lodge in the Bavarian 
mountains.

troops believe Hitler was killed 
by a Russian shell, that his body 
was carried from Berlin in a tank 
and that he now is buried in 
an unknown spot far from the 
capital. 

Perhaps the most widely circu- 
lated report is that Hitler and 
Eva Braun, married only a few 
hours, took their own lives in a 
bunker near the chancellery build- 
ing and their bodies were burned 
with gasoline on der Fuehrer’s 
orders. 

The attitude of the war crimes 


prosecutors is: “It is too important 
to guess at. If Hitler is dead, we, 
must know; if alive, he must be| 
found. We will wait and see.” | 

Perhaps the most important link 
in the whole puzzle is the fate of 
Bormann, Hitler’s influential dep-| 
uty and head of the Nazi party | 
under the Nazi chief.

But Bormann has been reported 
in Hamburg, and recently counter- 
intelligence officials received a re 
port he was in Bavaria. They 
attached sufficient credence to it 
that agents are being sent to comb 
the south German mountains. 

There have been numerous ru- 
mors that Hitler and his deputy 
escaped together. 

The London Evening Standard 
reported today that Hess has writ- 
ten two booxs during his intern- 
ment at a mental institution in 
Wales, one of them about Hitler. 
In that book, which has beén 
scrutinized by British intelligence 
officers, he put down what he said 
were Hitler’s plan fo conquering 
the world—-and his alternative 
plans if he failed. 

Hess suggested various hiding 
places and escape routes and that 
book is under study again.

Hokkaido Taken Over 
By Adm. Fletcher; 


Occupation in 26 Days 


TOKYO, Sunday, Sept. 9.—(UP) 
American occupation forces will 
take over the seven major ports 
and cities on Honshu and Kyushu 
islands and occupy the northern- 
most Japanese island of Hokkaido 
within the next 26 days, Japanese 
sources said today as some 15,000 
troops of the First Cavalry Divi- 
£10n poured into Tokyo. 


The surrender of the more than 
1,000,000 Japanese troops in China 
was signed formally at Nanking 
today. 

Gen. Yasutsugu Okamura signed 
for Japan, 

The surrender was accepted by 
Gen. Ho Ying-Chin, delegated by 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai - shek. 
He arrived yesterday by plane, 
completely ignored six Japanese 
officers waiting at the field and 
went to the central military acad- 
emy, China's “West Point.” 


MOVE ON HOKKAIDO 

V. Adm. Frank Jack Fletcher, 
commander of the U. S. North Pa- 
cific Fleet, assumed contro! of 
northern Honshu and the island 
of Hokkaido today in a brief cere- 
mony aboard the U.S.S. Panamint.

500,000,000 worth of public construction jobs to be under- 


taken in the next 12 months. 


Work can begin on many projects as soon as the War 
Production Board gives the signal. There may be some delay 
on federal projects—principally flood control, rivers and 


harbors

The relaxing by WPB of con- 
struction bans, except perhaps on 
housing, is expected about Oct, 1. 
That will be the starting gun for 
the vast backlog of needed work 
that has accumulated during the 
war. 

The $3,000,000,000 three-year 
federal aid road program is all set 
to go. The $500,000,000 federal al- 
lotment fr the first year, to be 
matched equally by the states, al- 
réady has been apportioned, al- 
though congress has to make the 
appropriation.

BILLION FOR ROADS 

Plans of states, counties and 
cities for public works anticipate 
expenditure of nearly $1,000,000,- 
000 in the first year. This work 
includes schools, hospitals, sewage 
and water systems, bridges and 
various ‘ublic and municipal 
buildings. 

Maj. Gen. Philip B. Fleming, 
federal works administrator, re- 
cently estimated that approximate- 
ly a third of the billion dollars is 
on hand, Most of the remainder, 
especially in the cities, must be 
obtained through vote-approved 
bond issues.

*WASHINGTCN, Sept. 8.—(4)— 
All limits on the slaughter of live- 
stock ended today with a sharp 
upturn in animals going to market. 

This action by the OPA permits 
slaughterers to kill as much live- 
stock as they like. 

It means more meat for civil- 
ians. And it may mean the end 
of rationing in the near future, 


“Now chat the period of acute 
scarcity has been passed, and with 
increased numbers of livestock be- 
ing sold, we want to be sure there 
are no obstaclés to prevent the 
slaughter of every animal that is 
marketed,’ Price Administrator 
Chester Bowles said in a state- 
ment announcing the action. 

The slaughter control program, 
in effect since last April, was de- 
signed to route more of the limit- 
ed livestock supply into federally- 
inspected plants, less to nonin-

The Americans were packed in 
the hold of steamer Oryoku Maru 
in Subic bay Dec. 15-16 when 
American bombers, attacking ship- 
ping in the bay, sank the prison 
vessel. Nearly 300 died. 

Five thousand Japanese aboard 
the ship were rescued by other 
Nipponese, but the Americans 
were left in the holds.

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Georgia Aids 
In Advancing 
Navy Aviation 


Georgia's contribution to the ad- 
vancement of naval aviation has 
been recalled by many naval avia- 
thon officers as the nation recent- 
ly observed the 32nd anniversary 
of the Navy's Wings. 

Of the 58,223 Georgians record- 
ed in the naval service as of Aug. 
29. a considerable portion was en- 
gaged in MNnaval aeronautics. A 
number of the state’s major naval 
establishments were devoted to 
aviation and aviation training dur- 
ing the war. Among these are 
the U. S. Naval Air Stations at At-

Schoo! at Athens and special! train- 
ing schools for personnel at the 
Atlanta Nava!

High-ranking naval officers have 
paid tribute to naval aviation as 
one of the major factors in win- 
ning the war in all combat thea- 
ters throughout the world with 
particular emphasis upon the long 
and bloody struggle in the Pacific. 
Growth of naval aviation from its 
original small function as an ob- 
servaiion force 32 years ago to its 
present function as a major capital 
ship striking force in this war is 
recalled by many older naval of- 
ficers with-long experience in 
naval aeronautics. 

Atlanta’s Naval Aip Station since 
its commissioning in early 1941, 
has been a center for naval avia- 
tion training of first importance.

The major feature of this re- 
port will deal with the volume of 
water-borne tonnage that will 
move in and out of Atlanta if and 
when the river becomes naviga- 
ble for traffic. 
yet completed, will contain sur- 
prising figures. Officers of the 
Atlanta Freight Bureau, who are 
aiding the engineers in their work, 
Say, in fact, that the figures will 
be “amazing.” 

“The figures as to actual traffic 
already in movement and adaptable 
to water transportation graphical- 
ly reveal the industrial energies of 
the Atlanta area,” said one of these 
officers. “They constitute a vol- 
ume of business greater in extent 
than we had heretofore imagined. 
The investigation, moreover, re- 
veals a possible increase in busi- 
ness, contingent upon the availa- 
bility of water transportation, 
which will greatly enrich the 
stream of our trade.” 

The report deals not only with 
navigation possibilities, but also 
with other important factors— 
flood control, improvement in the 
volume and flow of the domestic 
water supply and the development 
of the Chattahoochee valley area 
for recreational purposes. 

{n the latter categories, the re 
port used the results of the TVA 
experiment as.a model. The offi- 
cers say that the TVA experience 
demonstrates that river navigation 
developments not only improve 
commerce, but likewise create eco- 
nomic opportunities in many other 
lines, especially in the develop- 
ment of recreation as an industry. 

_“In the light of the comprehen- 
Sive report which the engineers 
are preparing,” continued the At- 
lanta Freight Bureau officer, “we 
confidently believe that every con- 
dition required by the federal] au- 
thorities in developments of this 
character will be fully met. If 
this be true, the harnessing of the 
Chattahoochee and the resulting 
development of its river basin will 
comprise the greatest forward 
step that Atlanta was ever taken. 
With river navigation, we can see 
no present limit to the economic 
development of our city.” 

Frederick R. Harris, Inc., is mak. 
ing its survey under the joint spon- 
sorship of the city of Atlanta and 
Fulton county. The Army engi- 
neers already have made a favor- 
able report of the plan to develop 
the river for navigation from Co- 
lumbus to the Gulf of Mexico 
Purpose of the present survey is 
to extend thé development from 
Columbus to Atlanta. 

In order to lend support to the 
movement, the engineers and the 
public officials who sponsor them 
urge the people of Atlanta to give 
every aid possible in putting “the 
dest foot forward” at the hearing 
before tke Corps of Army Engi. 
neers.

The giant silver C-54 glided gracefully from the clouds 
onto the runway at the Atlanta Army Air Base yesterday 
afternoon bearing Maj. Gen. Edward P. King Jr., of Atlanta, 
and Brig. Gen. William H. Brougher, of Decatur, home from 
more than three years in a Japanese prison camp in Man- 
churia. 

As the Army plane sat down with its cargo of heroes, 
families and friends of the generals rushed toward the ramp 
for their first glimpse of the men whose heroic stand at 
Bataan forms one of history’s leading chapters. 

The two men, who landed at California’s Hamilton Field 
last week after a flight from Hickam Field in Hawaii, were 
among Americans liberated along with Gen. Jonathan Wain- 
wright from Manchuria last month. With them were their 
families, Mrs. King, Mrs. Brougher, and the latter’s two 
daughters, Miss Frances Brougher and WAVE Lt. Betty B. 
Campbell, who flew to the west coast last week to meet the 
freed Army leaders. 

Later the official party swept into the heart of the city. 
At Five Points, hundreds of Atlantans who had braved the 
heat for hours for a glimpse of Gens. King and Brougher gave 
them a heroes’ welcome, arranged by Mayor Hartsfield at 
the eleventh hour Friday night.

When an Army reconnaissance | 
car lumbered to a stop late yes-| 
terday afternoon in front of his 
home, Bill Brougher and his fam-| 
ily climbed out. Three neighbors 
and friends whom he had never 
seen but who knew him through

Bill Brougher, his wife, his|

AT TRAIL’S END 

That story is over, the tale of 
the trail across the globe and back 
again has ended, but Bill Brough- 
er will never forget.

The group traveled through jun- 
gles with trees high on each side 
of the road. Natives working rice 
paddies, natives riding elephants, 
cutting teak, hauling huge logs, all 
of it was there. 

“It was like a movie, everything 
just the way you see it on the 
screen,”’ said the lieutenant. 

The temple was a large stone 
building with battlements around 
it, and its walls were covered with 
all types of paintings. Above the 
entrance was a huge elephant 
carved in stone. It was made of 
human figures in all positions so 
that from a distance the only thing 
that could be seen was the form of 
the elephant. | 

Inside the walls of the large tem- 
ple was a smaller one, whose door | 
was flanked by two elephant tusks 
said to be 400 years old. They were | 
vellow with age, and had large. 

“The tusks “were 
beyond value as ivory, and were 
some of the most beautiful things

BUDDHA’S REMAINS 

The small temple housed the 
only remains of Buddha, leader of 
perhaps the largest Oriental re- 
ligious faith. They were a tooth 
and collar bone of the religious 
mystic. | 

“Buddha's tooth was set on an 
ebony pedestal and ‘attached to 
a-gold wire. This was placed un- 
der a glass dome, and the whole 
thing was in nine jeweled caskets, 
one within the other,” said Lt. 
Curley. 

In peacetime great pilgrimages 
were held once a year to the 
shrine. The tooth was unlocked 
from its gold caskets, and a few 
of the faithful, the elect, were al- | 
lowed to gaze on it. | 

Buddha's collarbone was under 
a huge stone dome, and was. never | 
revealed to anyone.

Research Labs Opening 
Vast New Vista for Dixie 


By HENRY LESESNE 


Research and experiment are 
agriculture and industry. From 


opening new vistas for southern 
college, governmental or private 


laboratories come reports of discoveries contributing to the future 


shape of things. 

In the textile industry, centered 
in the south, the latest find is a 
little known plant called ramiue. 

The monthly review of the At- 
lanta Federal Reserve Bank says 
it may revolutionize the textile in- 
dustry and become a permanent 
part of the south’s economy. 

Ramie is the strongést of all 
known fiber-produci:g plants. Its 
tensile strength is eight times that 


of cotton, and fabrics made of it 
wear indefinitely. It is now be-' 
ing cultivated on a small scale in) 
Florida. 

For the tobacco industry, Duke | 
University has found that parts | 
of Virginie and the Carolinas are 
suitable for production of Turkish 
tobacco. Normally 50 to 75 mil- 
lion pounds of Turkish tobacco 
are imported annually for blend- 
purposes. 

Previous efforts to cultivate 
Turkish tobacco in this country 
failed. For decades, until the Duke 
experiments, it was thought to be 
impossible. 

Consider, too, peanuts, an exclu- 
sively southern crop now worth 
$200,000,000 a year. Everyone is 
familiar with the work of the late 
Negro scientist, George Washing- 
ton Carver, in this field. The pea- 
nut industry is spending more 
than $300,000 a year in additional 
research and promotion. 

Cotton—still the king of Dixie 
crops—has an uncertain future.

So for scientific research, sales 
promotion, improvements in pro- 
duction and processing and recov- 
ery of export narkets, the Na- 
tional Cotton Council is planning 
to spend a $2,000,000 fund. 

Many advances already have 
come out of cotton and peanut 
research. A textile fiber has been 
produced from peanut protein. 
Sweet potato experiments result- 
ed in the erection of a multimil- 
lant at Clew- 
iston, Fla. It will have a daily 
capacity of about 240,000 pounds 
of finished starch. | 

Just before the war four region- 
al research laboratories, under the 
Department of Agriculture, were 
built. The southern laboratory is 
at New Orleans. Naturally, re- 
search has been directly tied up 
with the war effort, but discov- 
eries and improvements have been 
numerous and amazing. 

Southern businessmen and in- 
dustrialists have their own fre- 
search organization—the Southern 
Research Institute at Birmingham, 
Ala. Its aim is to promote eco- 
nomic development of the south 
through application of scientific 
research. 

Southern forests hold a fourth 
of the nation’s saw timber supply. 
Turpentine comes from the pine 
belt. Besides its thousands of saw- 
mills, the south now has about 
50 great pulp mills, most of them 
built in the last two decades. 
More recently, wood conversion is 
opening up new fields. 

Sugar—the kind you put in your 
coffee—a feeding yeast with a 
high protein content and ethyl] al- 
cohol are just a few of the many 
products which can be extracted 
from sawdust. 

The petroleum industry is a 
newcomer to the southeast. Mis- 
sissippi, Florida and Alabama are 
now oil-producing states. Else- 
where in the southeast drillings 
are under way—in states never be- 
fore considered as possible oil pro- 
ducing areas, 

Many smaller industries are 
springing up that you never heard 
of before. For instance, seaweed 
farming. Seaweed is a source of 
agar, indispensable in this plas- 
tic age. It’s used even in drugs 
and sausage casings, and inciden- 
tally, was a Japanese monopoly, 
more or less, before the war.

LINDER'S IDEA 


Television 
To Help Sell 
Watermelons 


Marketing of Georgia agricul- 
tural products by radio, television, 
and airlines is an idea set forth 
by Tom Linder, Georgia agricul- 
ture commissioner, in the current 
issue of the Market Bulletin, pub- 
lished by his department. 

Linder’s idea works this way: 
In Washington an announcer 
spiels into the radio mike—“One 
truckload, 400 Cannonball water- 
melons, U. S. grade No. 1, etc.” 
Then orders come in from places 
as far up as New England and 
in a few minutes the highest bid- 
der is notified. 


Maybe the truckload of melons 
from Georgia hasn’t arrived at 
the Washington super farmers’ 
market yet, but all along the way 
the driver makes regular stops 
and at one of these he will be 
notified where to deliver his load. 
The produce may even be tele- 
vised so that the buyer, hundreds 
of miles away, may see what he 
is purchasing. However, Linder 
admits that television might have 
to come a little later. 

The whole idea is to bring the 
farmers of states like Georgia in 
closer contact with the consuming 
millions of the north and east. For 
a radioed order of fresh Georgia 
peaches or dressed chickens could 
be sent by plane late one evening 
and arrive in the east or midwest 
next morning.

Population experts and farm 
economists believe that more and 
more city workers will live out 
in the country or in villages where 
they can have a little land, a few 
chickens and a garden. They ex- 
pect home-buying loans to war vet- 
erans and the savings of industrial 
workers to step up the movement 
to the suburbs, 

The trend to the suburbs was 
going strong before the war. Be- 
tween 1930 and 1940, the rural 
nonfarm population of the nation 
increased twice as rapidly as the 
urban population. The farm pop- 
ulation remained stationary. Peo- 
ple in the rural nonfarm popula- 
tion are those who live in places 
of less than 2,500 population but 
not on farms. 

TREND TO PERSIST 

Says Dr. E. O. Baker, popula- 
tion specialist of the University of 
Maryland: 

“I think the trend toward rural 
residence for city workers will per- 
sist and it may even accelerate. 
Many rural houses are vacant and 
rents are cheaper than in the city. 
Rural electrification is rapidly ex- 
tending urban home facilities to 
rural areas. 

“Most important of all, the rural 
resident who works in town has 
learned to co-operate with his 
neighbors in the use of an auto 
to get to work.” 

Dr. Baker sees extended and im- 


ncerease out-of-town residence. 
Commutation rates are loav, but 
speed has been increased and 
safety has been improved. He 
points out that rural people .can 
rear children in wholesome sur- 
roundings and in their old age can 
live more cheaply in a village than 
in a large city.

Genung and other agricultural 
authorities warn prospective part- 


time farmers to be cautious in 
buying acreage at this time of in- 
flated land values. If the land is 
poor or the price too high, the 
part-time farmer may be very 
sorry.

Cover Crop Gain

ALBANY, Ga., Sept. 8.—In- 
creased acreages of winter cover 
crops for Dougherty county are 
seen by J. C. Brittain, who stated 
that plans have been _laid for

early October. 

A greatly increased blue lupine 
crop is seen for this year, Brittain 
said, with perhaps more than 2,000 
acres to be planted. Last spring 
about 15,000 pounds of lupine seed 
were saved in the county, and 
white some of these seed have 
been sold outside the county, it is 
expected that the greater portion 
will be sold in Dougherty county. 
Leading in the planting was 
George B. Mock, chairman of the 
board of supervisors for the Flint 
River Soil Conservation district.

Marines Open 
Enlistment to 
Men 17 to 25 


For the first time in more than 
two and a half years men above 
17 years of age may voluntarily 
enlist in the Marine Corps, Col. 
H, C. Waterman, USMC, officer in 
charge of the southeastern pro- 
curement division, has announced, 

An order by the late President 
Roosevelt Dec. 15, 1942, froze all 
voluntary enlistments, except for 
17-year-olds, and empowered se- 
lective service to control the in- 
duction of all men into the four 
services. This has been revoked 
by President Truman. 

Quoting an order from Marine 
Corps headquarters, Col. Water- 
man declared that now enlist- 
ments are open to all men be- 
tween 17 and 25, inclusive, add- 
ing,that acceptance of any new 
enlistees in the reserve has been 
discontinued. 

Men above 25, the colonel said, 
with especially desirable qualifica- 
tions, may apply for a waiver of 
the age limit, and men not over 
32 with prior military service, who 
have not been away from duty 
for more than a year, may be ac- 
cepted. 

The Washington order states 
that the authorized peacetime 
strength of the corps has been set 
at 104,000. This is against its 
present complement of nearly 
900,000. If there are more appli- 
cants than vacancies within the 
new quota, Col. Waterman said, 
priority will go to ex-Marines who 
wish to re-enlist,

The plaint goes something like 
this—“I just don’t know why my 
puppies haven’t sold. They are 
the darlingest little things and 
their peng etd arbey agp you 
know, was Champion Bustabut- 
ton.” Well, of course, that’s just 
ducky. We all like to rest on poor 
old grandpappy’s laurels but it 
turns out to be a rather lean busi- 
ness at times, 

Many dog breeders, to begin 
with, have had little or no expe- 
rience in advertising their dogs 
and little or no sales experience. 
This—with the result that their 
sales letters are hit-or-miss affairs 
that carry no appeal to the pur- 
chaser. An example quoted ver- 
batim from a letter we received 
many moons ago will give you 
the idea of what we mean. It 
read—‘I have the cutest young 
puppy out of my Queenie, she is 
the smartest little rascal you ever 
saw and I am sure you will be 
pleased with her. It just kills me 
to part with Boompsy but my 
little girl, Sally Jane, had her ton- 
sils out and Mr. Whoosis has ar- 
thritis.” 

Now, of course, everyone's heart 
just bleeds for Mrs. Whoosis and 
her troubles but what the pur- 
chaser wants to know is—the ped- 
igree, if, they are well known dogs, 
have they done any winning and 
where? How is the bone, the 
head, the legs, expresion, chest 
tail carriage, etc. Nearly all pup- 
pies are cute and smart (some too 
smart) but the answer to an in- 
quiry should state what kind of 
an animal you want to sell.

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Hangover Named for Si te, 


No Matter What You Think! 


Editor’s note: This is another in a series of stories, written by 
Sally Forth, on charming country homes of Atlantans, where 
smart society is wont to gather during the carefree summer 
months, Other stories of the series will appear from time to time 
in the Sunday issue of The Constitution.

When their children were small, Mr. and Mrs. Hughes Spalding 
built a brown-shingled lodge on their farm out by the Chattahoochee 
—a big, rambling structure with a five-foot fireplace of native stone 
and plenty of room to romp and play. The lodge sits high on a 
precipice, overlooking the river and commands one of the most 
magnificent views in Fulton county, 

However, as the children grew up, there was less need for such 
a place, for they went away to school and spent much time travel- 
ing during vacations. Mr, Spalding adored his farm, however, so 
he suggested to Mrs. Spalding that they build a smaller house—a 
cozy, more convenient place where they could spend weekends— 
across the ravine from the lodge. But Mrs. Spalding thought one 
house in the country was enough, especially with the children at 
home so little. 


Then Mrs. Spalding and her daughters, Eleanor (now Mrs. 


George Craft) and “Bobo” (now Mrs. Wallace Winborne), went west « 


for a summer’s travel. Mr. Spalding, it seems, hadn't been able to 
get the idea of another house out of his mind, so when the ttavelers 
returned, he had it well under way. Needless to say, the trio 
was just as enthusiastic as he, from the first minute they set 
eyes upon it—a charming white clapboard house with dark gray 
trim and a slate roof, that nestles right into the side of a steep 
cliff, with as equally superb view of the river as can be seen from 
the lodge. In fact the house practically hangs over the ravine. 
Hence the intriguing name, Hangover, which Mr. Spalding ex- 
plains, with a twinkle in his eye, is for no other reason than its 
location, no matter what you think! 
PATRIOTIC WATER LILIES 

The cliff, which was once just a bare red hill, has been trans 
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formed into three grassy terraces, each on a different level, and each 
centered with an odd-shaped lily pool. The lilies which burst into 
bloom just at dusk, are in red, white and blue, with each pool 
confined to one color. 

A flagstone walk leads from the upper terrace down to the 
lower one, where it branches off into two flagged paths, one lead- 
ing to the original lodge, and the other to the river's edge. Both 
are strung with colored lights, in case there are evening parties. 
The banks bordering the terraces are planted in rhododendron, 
laurel, azaleas and native ferns, which form a riot of colorful bloom 
in the spring. The retaining walls are built of serried field stone, 
over which fountains from the lily pools play with a musical tinkle. 


The entrance to Hangover is through a wide cement-floored 
room which may serve either as a garage or a game.room. Back 
of this there is a long pine-paneled living room, which is centered 
on one side by a fireplace where real logs burn, and on the other 
by French doors which open onto an uncovered porch overlooking 
the ravine. The fireplace is flanked on either side by built-in book 
shelves. The mapie furniture is upholstered in colorful flowered 
chintz, and pale yellow draperies curtain the windows and doors 
which are screened by Venetian blinds. 

Doors on each side of the fireplace lead to the two bedrooms 
which are connected by a bath. The furniture in both rooms 
is maple, with one decorated in rose and the other in blue. In the 
former there are rose chenille spreads on the twin beds, rose 
draperies at the windows, and rose striped rag rugs on the floor. In 
the latter there are French blue chenille spreads, embroidered with 
Mrs. Spalding’s initials in white, white curtains, edged with blue 
ball fringe, and scatter rugs of matching blue chenille. 

Just off the living room is a small kitchen, with green walls 
and a black-and-white linoleum floor, which would satisfy the heart 
of any housekeeper, for it is completely /equipped with the latest 
electrical gadgets. f

A flight of steps leads to a room below irs that opens flush 
with the upper terrace and belongs exclusively to Phinizy, the 
youngest of the Spalding sons. Typically masculine, the room 
boasts of & open fireplace, a linoleum-covered floor, reed furniture, 
and a double-decker bed, with Phinizy’s radio and his collection 
of miniature horses grouped in a corner cabinet. 

In fact the family’s love of horses is evident throughout the 
house, There is a huge framed photograph of the famous British 
racer, Hanover, adorning the walls of the gameroom. On the 
1,300-acre farm just across the river there are three good mounts, 
and the Spaldings are often seen riding over the broad acres that 
furnish them all of their fresh vegetables and fruits in season, 
to say nothing of milk and butter from a fine herd of Herefords, 
and all the fresh meat they need when hog-killing time comes 
around, 

You seé, Mr. Spalding possesses all the instincts of a real 
farmer. He loves nothing better than to pack a fried chicken 
lunch, pick up one of his cronies, drive to the farm, and spend 
the entire day at Hangover, which, you remember, was named 
solely because of its location, all other notions to the contrary.

BEHIND THE LINES 


What Goes On Backstage 
In the Literary Pageant 


By CAROLYN COGGINS 


LEE STEINER interested us be- 
Cause she is a woman who gets 
people out of trouble—not into it. 
By profession she is a psycholo- 
gist. Her job is to help everyday 
normal people untangle the prob- 
lems which make their lives mis- 
erable and sometimes even drive 
them crazy. 

In her book, “Where Do People 
Take Their Troubles?” she goes 


into what heppens to the men and. 


women who waken each day bur- 
dened with a problem they can't 
solve alone. Unfortunately, there 
gre few places they can find help. 
If they are mentally deranged, 
there are psychiatrists to treat 
them. If they are poor people 
with problems, the social service 
agencies give them aid. But if a 
person is neither mentally ill or 
poverty-stricken, there is no one— 
literally no one, trained to offer 
sound, competent assistance. 


Lee Steiner’s concern over this 
gituation led her on to the trail 
of the quacks who are cashing in 
on it. ._Her expose names people, 
places and details. We knew from 
reading thém that she would be 
a clear-headed, straightforward 
woman, but we were unprepared 
for her sparkle. The dark, small 
woman who visited us is very 
feminine in appearance. She is a 
comfortable person, very much at 
ease. We could see why troubled 
souls immediately have confidence 
in her. 

In writing her book she almost 
became a problem herself. If it 
had not been for an old friend, 
MABELLE BARRISON, no telling 
when this book would have come 
out. It was Mabelle who finally 
became party to the investigations 
and guided the style of the 
book into a clear, conversational, 
smooth style that non-scientific 
people would understand. It was 
accomplished by Lee Steiner first 
telling the story, then writing it as 
she had talked it, after the verbal 

tory had been improved to meet 
Critic Barrison’s approval. Mrs. 
Steiner rewrote the book six 
times and taught herself typewrit- 
ing in urder to do it. The confi- 
dential nature of her study meant 
she could not send her reports out 
for typing. 

Mrs. Steiner’s experiences have 
taken her far from New York and 
from her original mid-western 
home. She taught in Atlanta and 
Richmond, and lived in Mexico for 
2 year. She speaks of her own 
work with pleasure. It shows re- 
sults quickly because with normal 
people her job is to solve a situa- 
tion, not to cure a disease—a thing 
which may be a long drawn-out 
process. 

Already the book has been 

worthwhile to her. Edward J. Lu- 
cas, executive director for Society 
of Prevention of Crime, is intent 
on drafting model legislation 
which will eliminate self-appoint- 
ed practitioners of the sort Mrs. 
Steiner reports. He is the man 
who drafted a model bill when an 
attempt was being made to im- 
prove legal handling of boys and 
girls. It was a single sentence. It 
’' gimply said, “It is illegal to hold 
e child in jail.” - Nobody could 
misunderstand it or argue with it. 
Now perhaps he will do as much 
for this situation. ' 
_ “Aren't you afraid of repercus- 
sions from the people you have 
exposed?” asked Sarah Ployart, a 
Seattle bookseller, who was 
with us. 

“No,” smiled Mrs. Steiner. “My 
files are enormous. You see, I have 
told such a small part of what 
I could tell, none of them will 
want to gitYe me the chance to 
Sav more.”

Presbyterian 
News Notes 


By STUART R. OGLESBY, 
The work and progress, alert- 
ness and efficiency of Presbyte- 


rianism in Georgia was demon- 
strated in a striking way at the 
recent meeting of the synod held 
the past week in Atlanta at North 
Avenue Presbyterian church. Or- 
ganizational efficiency long has 
been known as a Presbyterian vir- 
_tue, but aggressiveness in evange- 
lism, home mission work, and 
| Sunday school extension is usual- 
_ly associated with other denomi- 
| nations, 

| Without. sacrificing any effici- 
ency the Presbyterian forces have 
'_ launched into a program of activity 
|in spiritual things that is in keep- 
‘ing with the great need of our 
| time, and the great opportunities 
‘in our state. Definite goals of ac- 
complishment have been set and 
enthusiasm, not always a Presby- 
terian characteristic, is being 
shown by both pastors and laymen 
in reaching these goals. 


The program of the synod was 
built on the needs, the problems 
and the opportunities presented 
the church in this postwar period. 
Ministers, as well as elders, spoke 
on the evils we must resist, the 
measures we must support and the 
methods we must use in effective- 
ly applying the principles of the 
Christian gospel to the life of to- 
day. Perhaps Dr. J. McDowell 
Richards, president of Columbia 
Theological Seminary, best ex- 
pressed the urgency confronting 
the church in the opening sentence 
of his talk on “Peace and Its Pos- 
sibilities:” “Time is rapidly run- 
ning out for humanity now that 
atomic energy has been unloosed.” 

Dr. A. L. Patterson, of Savannah, 
'Ga., stated clerk of the synod for 
the past 20 years, presented his 
resignation but. was induced to re- 
main in office another year while 
his successor is being selected. 


On the last morning of the meet- 
ing, when most of the business of 
the synod was transacted, some 
important and rather revolutionary 
changes were made in methods and 
customs. 

The scarcity of food, the absence 
of domestic servants and the pres- 
sure of everyday life has made it 
impossible for the representatives 
of the various churches to be en- 
tertained in the homes of the 
members of the church where the 
meeting is held. For several years, 
n. invitations from churches have 
come to synod. It, therefore, has 
been declared that the annual 
meetings shall be held on a self- 
entertaining basis, each represent- 
ative to look after his own meals 
and lodging, but to be reimbursed 
for the expense incurred by funds 
from the treasurer of synod. This 
will require an additional three 
cents per capita tax. Meetings 
hereafter likely will be held in 
educational institutions. 


The committee on the minister 
and his work was designated an ad 
interim committee to study the 
matter of employing an executive 
secretary who will give his full 
time to the work of assisting the 
placement of pastors in vacant 
fields, and the transfer of pastors 
from one parish to another. If such 
an executive shall be employed, 
Georgia will be the first synod to

byterian church. 


A resolution was adopted urging 
the return of chaplains to civilian 
status as soon as practicable. The 
need of churches for pastors is 
great and it was pointed out that 
many chaplains are being con- 
tinued in service, seemingly mark- 
ing time and without any urgent 
service to render.

When Andrew Jackson lay in his bed at the 
Hermitage, with the shade of death waiting 
nearby to darken his mortal eyes forever, one of 
edside piously asked him if he had any regrets 
to express. 

The dying eagle thought for a moment, marshaling his memories 
in his dying mind, and said after awhile, he had but two. 

“What are they?” asked the pious brother, thinking to hear some 
regret over horse racing or card playing or dueling. 

“T regret I did not hang John Calhoun and shoot Henry Clay,” 
he said, slowly, and quite firmly, too, considering he was dying. 
_ He was near to hanging him, too, in 1833 when John Calhoun, 
in South Carolina, refused to permit payment to the United States 
of certain custom duties at the port. 

Old Hickory, who along with his friend William Crawford, of 
Georgia, hated the man, went cold with rage. 

He sent a message that if John Calhoun did not pay the taxes 
he would accompany troops to South Carolina and take great per- 
sonal pleasure in hanging the said John C. Calhoun. 

John Calhoun thought it over. He may have thought about a 
certain duel or so in Tennessee. 

Whatever it was he paid up. 

It was not well to trifle with Andrew Jackson, especially when 
Andrew Jackson thought the welfare of the United States of Ameri- 


ca was at hand. 

This week, asking the pardon of the shade of 
The Pr ophet Andrew Jackson, there is to be a ceremony hon- 
oring John C. Calhoun as a prophet. 

It seems that in 1845 when the name of a village of two or three 
hundred persons was changed from Marthasville to Atlanta, John 
C, Calhoun halted at the village as was his custom. 

He had married well, adding a tidy fortune to his own, but it 
was from Georgia’s gold mines at Dahlonega that he got his real 
wealth. It is not a pretty story the histories tell about the working 
conditions of slaves in the Calhoun mines, but it is one that would 
not have surprised William Crawford, of Georgia, and Andrew 
Jackson, of Tennessee. 

They, had they known of it, would have said it was no more than 
was to be expected of John C. Calhoun. 

William Crawford, probably the greatest and most able Georgian, 
was the one who stood off Calhoun when Old Hickory, with a fine 
disregard of congress and international law, moved in and captured 
the Spanish forts during the Seminole war. Old Hickory knew it 
would mean the United States would hold that territory instead of 
Spain, but the politicians, Calhoun among them, were willing to let 
the United States go if they could ruin Jackson. William Crawford 
prevented it. «It is a pity that a stroke, probably from a cerebral 
hemorrhage, killed him at the moment when he might have become 
president of the United States. 

But, to get back to John C. Calhoun . .. when he was halted in 
the small village of Atlanta he made a prophecy. He pointed out 
that terrain, and rivers and mountains and the inevitable flow of 
trade, would cause the little village to become the focal point of a 
great number of railroads. 

There was one then. Today every railroad Calhoun foresaw is in 
existence—and in the place he said it would be. 

No general estimate of the man exists. Many 


Place in History conflicting opinions do. Nevertheless, his 


place in history is secure. . 
John Quincy Adams wrote of Calhoun in his diary, on date of 


March 2, 1831: 

“Mr. Calhoun’s friendships and enmities are regulated exclusively 
by his interests. His opinions are the sport of every popular blast, 
and his career as a statesman has been marked by a series of the 
most flagrant inconsistencies.” 

A popular saying in those days was that: 

“John C. Calhoun is a cast iron man who looks as if he had never 
been born and could not be extinguished.” 

He was, all of his life, something of the cast-iron and stone statues 
they have made of him and put up here and there. Yet he was a 
great and magnificent orator, the cold aristocrat. 

He saw, and never doubted the issue, that the south could not 
live with the north and remain a slave-holding section. Others 
thought the issue could be compromised. Calhoun knew it couldn't 
be and didn’t want it compromised. 

He was a good prophet about railsoads. 

And, he too, had a death-bed statement. 

“The south, the poor south.” 

And that prophecy, too, remains with us. 

But they will put it on no plaques.

Child Nurseries 


Editor Constitution: The Child 
Welfare Association is concerned 
that, with the discontinuance of 
Lanham act funds through the 
Federal Works Agency, the nursery 
schools in Atlanta, catur, Ful- 
ton and DeKalb counties may be 
compelled to close or to maintain 
fewer nursery schools at higher 
fee rates than those at present. 
These nursery schools have filled 
a real need for mothers who must 
be employed. They have at the 
same timé often prevented the 
breaking up of homes and conse- 
quent placement of children away 
from their own families. 

It may not be generally known 
what an excellent program these 
schools offer not alone in the daily 
care of children of employed 
mothers, but of real training, child 
development and health. 

It 1s to be hoped that means 
may be found both nationally and 
locally to continue the present pro- 
grams beyond Nov. 1 since. the 
need for making provision is like- 
ly to continue long after the -ab- 
rupt ending of the war. 

Although nursery schools were 
started to meet war and indus- 
tries’ need, they met a long-time 
need that existed before the war. 
The future of these nursery

Foresight on Radar 
Saved Britain in ‘40 


As the inside story of the global war is, piece 
by piece, being disclosed now the fighting is 
‘over, it is evident that victory for the Allies was 


achieved only because of the foresight and courage to experiment 


and to spenf money on the part of leaders in various countries. 


We are all familiar, today, with the dramatic story of the atomic 
bomb. We know that if President Roosevelt had not had the 
courage to gamble two billions of iad on the possibility of de- 
veloping that bomb, that mighty instrument which has already 
enforced Japanese surrender would not have been ours to use. 

Now another story of bold foresight has come to light. Strangely 
enough, it is a story of British foresight and courage to spend, be- 


ginning in 1935 and continuing through the prewar years, at a 


time when the “appeasers” were in control of the British govern- 
ment. There must have been somebody in England, even then, 
who did not trust Hitler and who did not believe that Chamberlain 


claim of “peace in our time.” 

: Today all great developments in science 
Science That Grows are the result of long research and 
progress of scientists of many nations. It is not true to say that 
any one individual was solely responsible for any of the marvels 
of modern invention. The Wright brothers did not create the first 
airplane. There had been many attempts to fly before their time 
and they had the benefit of all those earlier efforts. What the 
Wright brothers did was to build the first airplane that flew. 
Honor enough, to be sure. 

Marconi did not invent radio. He made the electro magnetic 
waves discovered by Hertz do something useful. Stephenson, hailed 
as inventor of the locomotive, simply joined the steam engine de- 
veloped by Watt to the wheel created by prehistoric man and made 
a locomotive. 

Radar, that marvelous creation which came tq full development 
during the war and the years immediately preceding the war, is the 
result of a long series of discoveries which followed one another 
over centuries. Finally, enough was known to make radar useful. 

And it was Britons, in those nervous \years when Hitler was 
creating his tremendous war machine, who were the first to adapt 
radar to usefulness. 

Britain was frighteningly vulnerable to air attack. She just had 
to find a better warning system than simple sight or sound. It 
was one more demonstration of the truth that necessity is the 
mother of invention. 

So, in 1935, work began on a chain of radar stations. It was a 
secret well kept. British scientists were given a free hand and 
the cost of the program was a secondary consideration. The pro- 
gram cost millions of dollars, but the British taxpayers did not 
know they were financing it. 

The result was an invisible bastion around the shores of Britain 
which neither ship nor aircraft could pass undetected. Furthermore, 
the development of radar led to other discoveries and the result 
was, in the final analysis, a host of other defensive and offensive 


weapons. 

By 1940, when Britain stood alone defiant to the apparently 
triumphant Axis, the chain system of radar was warning that little 
group of RAF fighter pilots who won the battle of the blitz. With- 
out that radar chain, Goering and his bombers would have achieved 
their objective, the destruction of England and the successful occu- 


pation of that little island. 
Nor was this all. Radar by then was in every- 

Other Uses day use in gunlaying, searchlight control, submarine 
detection, navigation and night fighting. The vital points which 
enabled Britain to survive the enemy onslaught and, finally, to 
emerge as one of the Big Three of the-triumphant Allies. 

Scientists of other lands probably foresaw the possibilities in 
radar. But, fighting for her life, in desperate peril, it was the 
British who were forced to accelerate the processes of research and 
to create the first defensive chain of radar stations in history. 

Incidentally, after the surrender of Germany, one of the high 
command’s most secret documents was discovered. It was the plan 
for a defeated Britain. 

Among other details, all males in Britain between the ages of 


17 and 45 were to be deported to continental Europe, to be used 


either as slave laborers or held in internment camps. German and 
other labor was to be moved to England, where Germany planned 
to establish her main war workshop, or arsenal, making the weapons 
with which Hitler planned to conquer Russia.

Mingled with our rejoicing in 
the final victory over our Axis en- 
emies is the shadowing fear which 
has come with our discovery and 
demonstration of the almost limit- 
less destructive power of the 
atomic bomb. It is true we would 
have won our victory without it, 
but by its use we hastened the 
victory, and revealed to mankind 
the possible destruction of civiliza- 
tion itself in any future war. Now 
we aré face to face with the ap- 
palling question, what shall -we do 
with it—what can we do with it? 

Already the serious proposal 
has been made that we keep it 
secret in order to assure our own 
safety against any future enemies. 
To my mind, such a policy is ab- 
solutely abhorrent. It is based 
upon the premise that we could 
Jnaintain our peace and security 
with the other nations by this con- 
stant threat of our frightening de- 
structive power. 

It would be an utterly false se- 
curity. It is only a question of 
time when the use of atomic en- 
ergy will be discovered wf oth- 
ers, and the fact that we hold this 
devastating menace would only 
stimulate the laboratories of the 
world to another feverish race to 
prepare for the last war of man- 
kind’s history on the earth. 

But such a policy on our part 
would make a still more deadly 
declaration to the world. It would 
announce in undeniable terms that 
we have no faith in a peace ac- 
complished by reasonable co-op- 
eration among nations. We were 
largely responsible for calling the 
San Francisco conference in the 
faith that the United Nations 
which had co-operated so wonder- 
fully in winning the war, can co- 
operate with equal sacrifice and 
patience in making a permanent 
peace. 

To show our lack of faith now 
by keeping the atomic bomb a 
secret possession, would practical- 
ly scrap the international organi- 
zation which we formed, and in- 
vite the other nations to prepare 
for another war. The peace we 
have dreamed of and planned for 
at San Francisco is absolutely de- 
pendent upon mutual trust. Once 
that is gone all hope of a world 
peace is gone. 

So it seems clear that the same 
powers which have assumed the 
enormous responsibility of keep- 
ing the peace of the world must 
be entrusted with this new weap- 
on, which would revolutionize the 
whole strategy of another war. 
Just how that would be done is 
a question for the most careful 
consideration of the international 
council about to meet in London. 

There would, of course, have to 
be the most carefully arranged 
conditions for guarding this ter- 
rible power in order that it could 
not fall into the hands of irre- 
sponsible people. But the first 
step to win the confidence of man- 
kind and hope of all nations for 
the future would be for the United 
States and Great Britain to de- 
posit the atomic bomb, with its

sacred responsibility in the keep- 
ing of the peace-loving nations of 
the world, 

Of course, the great hope from 
such a step would be that the 
scientists of all these nations 
would then concentrate their lab- 
oratory research upon methods for 
transforming this greatest instru- 
ment of destruction into means for 
turning the wheels of mankind 
for peaceful progress.

Offer To Arnall 
Excites Capitol 


Until Gov. Arnall decides what he is going 
to do about the reported offer of the solicitor- 
generalship, things are going to be in an uproar 

at the statehouse. The Governor's pending decision is the only 
topic of conversation at the capitol. 


The halls are beginning to look like the advance guard of a 
legislative session, with numerous solons from ovér the state drop- 
ping in to see what they can find out or to offer whatever advice 
they can. There are more delegations on this subject than there 
are seeking road-building projects. State employes are nervous 
lest there be a sudden change in administrations and a general 
upheaval. 

Even the porters are discussing—perhaps more impartially than 
others—what Gov. Arnall is “gonna do.” Newsmen hover around the 
Governor’s office, uninterested in trying to locate any routine news 
elsewhere on the capitol, and interested in discussing but one 
subject with the Governor. 


It is a jittery capitol, full of speculations over who may or can 
be Georgia’s chief executive should Arnall enter national politics. 
While political advisers, legislators and state employes talk, how- 
ever, the man all are waiting to listen to remains silent. Gov. 
Arnall listens to his visitors and does not have any comment on 
the report that he has been offered a federal post. 


Worried Man in the capitol today probably is Attorney Gen- 
eral Eugene Cook. If it is true that President Truman is anxious 
to have Arnall as United States solicitor general, all Arnall has to 
decide is whether he can serve his state and himself better by 
going to Washington or staying in Atlanta. 

If Arnall does resign as governor, the full weight of a political 
warfare will be thrown on Cook’s shoulders for a decision. He will 
be asked to determine who is eligible to serve as chief executive 
for the remainder of Arnall’s term. 

First he will have to determine whether there can be a special 
election, or whether Senate President Frank Gross will just serve 
until the general election next year. If he decides there is to be a 
special election, then he wil) have two big questions in which the 
people are vitally interested: First, as it has not been four years 
since Talmadge was governor, will the ex-governor be eligible to 
run for the unexpired term; and, second, can the man who is elected 
to fill the unexpired term be a candidate for the next full term? 
The constitution says a governor cannot succeed himself. 

Cook reached the height of his ambition when Arnall named him 
attorney general recently. He could not have come into this office 
under any more crucial moment in state history, however. 

In addition to these prospective questions concerning the pos- 
sible change in governorship, the new solicitor general has to take 
on Georgia’s freight rate fight-in the United States supreme court, 
and has to interpret Georgia’s newly ratified constitution.

Yet, recently, I have noticed an ever-increasing 
number of soldiers and seamen who have either been forced to sleep 
on hotel lobby or mezzanine couches and uncomfortable armchairs, or 
else wander about the streets aimlessly, for want of a place to sleep.

by resort city, I happened to no- 
tice at least a dozen soldiers 
sleeping on mezzanine and lobby 
sofas and a-mchairs, that number 
being about evenly divided among 
officers and enlisted men. 

It is difficult to think that a 
man just returned from overseas 
should receive no more hospitali- 
ty than this, or that men from 
other states of the union should 
arrive, on duty, in Georgia, and 
Jind no place to rest. 

Doubtless the various Army or- 
fanizations, with their limited re- 
sources, cam accommodate only a 
specified number of men, and 
welfare organizations supported 
by the city. an equally limited 
mumber, but what I can’t under- 
stand is why the hotel manage- 
ments have not instructed their 
might clerks, when they have 
rooms unoccupied at midnight or 
later, to offer these to the serv- 
Icemen, so that they might enjoy 
@ comfortable evening’s rest. If 
they so wished, they could make a 
flat charge of $1 or $z for accom- 
modations, and I cannot but feel 
these men would be more than 
willing to pay this small sum for 
an evening's comfort, rather than 
be left out in the cold to sleep 
twisted up on a small sofa or arm- 
chair. 

This particular hotel in. mind 
happened to have, I know for a 
fact, at least six very large and 
comfortable rooms unoccupied 
ground midnight. I knew many of 
the guests who had just released 
these rooms to return to their home 
towns and business. 

Yet this large group of service- 
men was allowed to remain over- 
night on sofas and chairs, without 
g0 much as an invitation to occupy 


Evi- 
idently many of these same serv- 
'icemen had been turned away 
earlier in the evening with a 
“standing room only” greeting. 

I know that nearly every hotel 
is crowded to capacity most of the 
time, yet there are instances when 
a large party, a convention, or a 
smaller group, may suddenly pull 
out and thus make rooms avail- 


ble. 

| Yet, I feel sure comparatively 
few of these men sleeping on sofas 
and chairs, or hanging around the 
front of a hotel awaiting daylight, 
are ever approached by room 
clerks, and advised that accommo- 
dations have suddenly become 
available. 

| Jf a serviceman could not pay 
the full, and large rate demanded, 
\why should he not be allowed to 
occupy the room the balance of 
‘the evening rent free, or be 
‘charged a small sum such as I 
‘have previously stipulated? 

Humanitarian instincts alone 
should bring this about it seems to 
me, for everyone knows what the 
soldiers and seamen endure, their 
many hardships overseas and in

cies will have on our own minds 
and on the prestige of democracy 
anywhere on earth; whether two 
wrongs make a right, or whether 
only might makes right.

TOSS-UP. Abe Kosoff would never 
flip a coin — it might fall, dent and 
devaluate a couple of hundred dol- 
lars. His coins are handled with care 
and sold for anywhere up to $7,000. 

Kosoff, at 32, has already been in 
the coin-collecting business for over 
half his life. His Numismatic Gallery 
in New York abounds in rare coins 
from all over the world. There are 
gold pieces minted in ‘49, silver 
‘“‘bracelet’”” money from Burma, jade 
money from Persia, a Swedish coin 
that’s worth eight dollars and weighs 
45 pounds, a two-pound copper coin 
from the Belgian Congo especially 
designed for wife-buying. 


TWO BITS. In the early days of the 
U.S., Spanish dollars were used ex- 
tensively, were often sliced pie-fash- 
ion into eight parts, or bits. Later, 
they were sheared into quarters, 
and hence the expression, “‘two bits.”’ 

Another American coin with an 
amusing history is the 1883 nickel. 
The Government mint neglected to 
stamp the word “‘cents’’ on the tail of 
the coin. The nickels were withdrawn 
from circulation when the mint got 
wind of the fact that American sail- 
ors were having them gold plated and 
passing them off in foreign ports as 
gold pieces. However, enough of these

coins remained in circulation to keep 
them from being rarities. 

_ When Abe Kosoff falls heir to an 
old coin he contacts collectors and 
dealers all over the country, goes 
through mint records and follows 
every clue to determine how rare the 
coin is. Recently he discovered that 
there were only five 1894 San Fran- 
cisco proof dimes in existence. He 
sold one for $2,350. 

“‘There’s no such thing as a lemon 
in this business,’’ Kosoff says, “‘if 
you hang on to a coin long enough, 
sooner or later someone is bound to 
turn up who wants it.

“Why I Like My Husband”

All the world knows U.S. men 
are tough fighters. But they 
are kind too, their wives say 


_ were thousands of husbands 
among the GI’s struggling ashore on 
Japanese-held islands in the Pacific. Across 
the world, thousands of other husbands 
dashed up the beaches of Normandy, 
helped beat the Nazis and their myths 
back into the rathskeller. 

Those husbands are tough. As tough as 
any crisis they face demands. Yet at home, 
when their wives were tired, they helped 
with the dishes. 

This is something to remember. For the 
feudal Japanese and Wotan-worshipping 
Nazis jeered at the “‘weaknesses’’ of de- 
mocracies. Only a soft people, they sneered, 
would idealize the equality of women and 
men in society; and a soft people, they 
said, could be crushed on the battlefield. 


For centuries Japanese women have 
walked behind. They have been serving- 
women and producers of more sons to 
carry more guns. Nazis extolled the male 
qualities and forgot their women — except 
to sweep the hearth, be ordered to heel, 
bear more members of the “‘master race.”’ 
Well, we saw how it worked. Those strong 
men, who conquered their families so eas- 
ily, set out to win the world. And what 
happened? * 

They smashed up against a bunch of 
gentle men-— husbands, or potential 
husbands — who had a moral strength no 
totalitarian power could destroy. Nazis 
couldn’t understand this. Neither did the 
Japanese know it. They didn’t know that 
the worst weakness hides behind a strut. 

But American wivés understand. And 
they are proud that their men can do a 
dirty job of work that has to be done and 
still keep the intrinsic gentleness that is 
the quality these wives most appreciate. 

I know this. For not long ago on my 
radio program I asked wives to write me 
about their reasons for liking their hus- 
bands. From their replies I selected 2,000 
for careful study. Here is what they said: 

“Kindness! That one word covers every- 
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thing,’’ said one wife. “‘It’s kindness that 
makes him listen with interest to my 
troubles over getting shoes for the baby 
and meat for dinner. He doesn’t have to 
help with the dishes. But he does — be- 
cause he knows that I’m tired from house- 
work, shopping and caring for the baby.”’ 

Another said, “‘He has helped. me grow 
up mentally and spiritually, exchanging 
patience for my impatience, being calm 
and strong when the going gets rough. 


** ANp he cares about other people’s hap- 
piness. These are powerful virtues — he 
has made me a better person for having 
lived with him these ten years.”’ 

“I’m an individual in our home,” a 
New Yorker said. ‘““My husband and I 
are real partners. He asks my advice, 
respects my opinions and makes me feel 
as if I accomplish much more than just 
the household chores.”’ 

These are the men who slugged their way 
across island after island in the Pacific 
—~ men of whom their wives say: “‘He can 
bathe the baby, iron a shirt, or commarid 
a motor corps.” “Sometimes I’m 
frightened at the way my husband de- 
pends on me, yet I’d be miserable if he 
didn’t.””... “Of course we're tolerant - 
but how we like to argue! He’s a reporter, 
and I’m a laboratory technician. We work 
in two different worlds, but it makes our 
home life even more interesting.” ... 


Tuis is the strength of our men. Ameri- 
can wives -— and all of us — will never 
forget it. These are the “‘soft’’ men who 
crushed the Nazi supermen. With set 
jaws, and under no illusions, they've re- 
lentlessly finished the Pacific job. The sons 
gf democratic America kept showing us 
every day that they could take it in their 
stride. And they will build from their reso- 
lution and their gentleness the peace and 
security for which they have fought. 

The men who can score a victory over 
both the diaper pin and the totalitarian 
supermen know that gentleness and 
strength are two sides of the same coin 
— the free change of democracy. 

They don’t have to strut. They don’t 
have to save face. They can afford to be 
gentle because they are strong.

It’s the old V & T, which was 
really something in days when 
the West’s mines were booming 


CARSON CITY, NEVADA 


HE generally accepted concept of a rail- 

road's function is to join together sepa- 
rated geographic localities. The most glam- 
orous and romantic railroad in the United 
States not only fills this conventional social 
and economic function but another besides: 
It is an animate and active link between 
yesterday’s lush and rowdy frontier life and 
the immediate now. 

The activities of the Virginia and Truckee 
have never been prosaic. Even today, when 
the operating schedule of the V & T is reduced 
to a single train a day between Reno and 
Carson City and Minden, the going and com- 
ing of its bright $%ellow and green wooden

Francisco for all its de luxe upholstery can 
hope to imitate. 

Its morning arrival and afternoon departure 
from the ancient, rambling station and gen- 
eral offices at Carson City has about it a 
style and air. The citizens come out to see it, 
for the V & T 1s a fine thing to see and a won- 
derful railroad to know. 

Those of us who know it and its colorful 
history are wondering, now, whether it may 
not be about to regain some of its oldtime 
glory. Recent lifting of the government’s war- 
time ban on gold mining might mean re- 
newed life for the Virginia and Truckee and 
similar surviving mining lines. 

Flourished in Lusty Times 
Anp the V&T has plenty of memories 
and associations to revive —- more, probably, 
than any railroad in the world. It came into 
being and flourished in spacious and bonanza 
times. It flowered lustily when George Pull- 
man’s Palace cars were peopled with the old 
bonanza kings of San Francisco, when the 
United States Mint at Carson was turning out 


beautiful double eagles of Comstock gold and 
its express messengers carried Sharp's rifles 
and had Starr’s Navy pistols in their belts. 

The silk-hatted thirsty descended from its 
sleepers at Virginia City and made a beeline 
for the celebrated Crystal Chandeliers Saloon. 
A droll fellow named Sam Clemens (later 
to become famous as Mark Twain), a re- 
porter on the ‘‘Territorial Enterprise,”’ 
was a customer at the Crystal. 

Now, 75 years later, a pious pilgrim can 
still board the Kimball coaches at Reno Sta- 
tion, roll grandly through Washoe Canyon. 
pass the stately mansion of Sandy Bowers, 
the bonanza king, at Lakeview and down the 
elm-shaded stretch of Washington Street to 
the rustic yards at Carson. To be sure, he will 
have to take a stage or motor car up to Vir- 
ginia City, since the branch of the V & T 
there has been torn up, but he will still find 
strong waters on tap at the Crystal Chande- 
liers and can marvel at the ghostly glories of 
Piper’s Opera House. 

The genesis of the Virginia and Truckee was 
in the grand manner. Like so many of the 
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nineteenth century railroads which incor- 
porated the word “‘Pacific”’ in their titles and 
were hardly considered respectable without 
it although neyer running west of Oklahoma, 
the V & T never went near Truckee. William 
Sharon, Nevada manager of the Bank of Cali- 
fornia, simply willed the V & T into being to 
combat the exhorbitant cartage rates of the 
truckmen hauling timber up the Geiger Grade 
for the mines in Virginia City. 

The V & T was destined eventually, ac- 
cording to the computations of Gilbert 
Gniess, a west coast historian, to haul down 
to Reno its own weight in sterling silver, in- 
cluding the tonnage of every car, locomotive, 
tie, bridge and rail length! 

The iron of the Central Pacific was brand 
new when the Virginia and Truckee com- 
menced operations in 1869. Water, always 
needed in Nevada, was as precious as a fifth 
mineral and treasured accordingly. Under the 
elm trees of the company yards at Carson 
there reposes to this day, in dignified leisure, 
one of the V & T’s first pieces of rolling stock, 
a stout wooden tank car used in the railroad’s 
first building operations. 


DeMille Borrowed One 


Its spacious roundhouse shelters only three 
locomotives now, where once there were 30. 
The others have been sold off in lean years. 
Two went to the film studios of Los Angeles, 
and the most celebrated of all its engines, 
the William Bowker, to the San Francisco 
chapter of the Railroad and Locomotive His- 
torical Society. Cecil B. DeMille borrowed it 
for his railroad spectacle, “‘Union Pacific.” 

The air line between Steamboat and 
Virginia City was a scant five miles, while 
the railroad route covered 21 miles be- 
tween Carson and Virginia City alone. 
Thirty-eight separate construction camps 
evolved this stretch of track. Once, after one 
of the periodic ‘‘great fires’’ had almost de- 
stroyed Virginia City, 50 trains a day were 
dispatched over its single track, laden with 
building materials. 

On another occasion, during the boom days 
in Tonopah and Goldfield in southern Nevada, 
a prominent roulette parlor proprietor found 
a carload of his gambling equipment side- 
tracked for lack of motive power in the Reno 
yards. Neither his piteous plight nor bribery 
could influence the V&T’s agents. The 
thought of the untrimmed suckers of Gold- 
field, their gold bulging their pockets, was 
driving the gaming men quietly mad. 


““Bossy’’ Got Preference 


SupDENLY inspiration seized him and that 
afternoon he returned to the freight yards 
with a steer. Bossy was installed among the 
glittering devices of chance in the box car and 
shipped south on the first outgoing train. 
The gentleman had discovered that the road 
had a strict regulation providing that live

The early years of the V & T were years 
of bounce. For one thing, Sharon, Darius O. 
Mills and William Ralston, its backers, were 
dividing a cool $100,000 a month in divi- 
dends. Shrewd in business to a point of ruth- 
lessness, the directors were notable spenders 
when it came to entertainment. The Gold Hill 
Brass Band spent half its time playing appro- 
priate airs at V & T functions. The precise, 
frock-coated Sharon could dream up amazing 
occasions for opening magnums of cham- 
pagne. Did the Miners’’ Union proclaim a 
holiday? At once, a ‘special’ V&T train 
would set out with bunting, flowers, music 
and countless bottles of wine to ferry. the 
members and their families to the Mineral 


Swimming Baths at the Bowers Mansion. 
Did the Pacific Pioneers find their treasury 
in good shape? Only a monster ball would be 
satisfactory, held amidst the locomotives 
in the Carson shops. Socially speaking, no 
other railroad in history was such a success- 
foolish, as the French say, as the V & T. 

Even the day coaches of the road were dis- 
tinguished by particularly de luxe appoint- 
ments. A rank of elegant spittoons, counter- 
sunk in the floor to prevent their getting 
underfoot, was hailed by the Carson City 
“Daily Appeal’’ as the quintessence of chic 
modernity. 

General Grant came to Nevada and, natu- 
rally, rode the V & T. President Hayes and 
General Sherman were ferried up the hill to 
be dined into a coma at the world famous 
Washoe Club. 

For three decades, life on the Virginia and 
Truckee was not all beer and skittles: It was 
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SHOT-GUN guard protects the strong boxes of silver 


champagne and Scotch grouse. Never was a 
railroad, and one at that which had come into 
being as a particularly ruthless monopoly, 
been so firmly intrenched in the hearts of a 
community — even to this day. 

Shortly after the turn of the century most 
of the mines of the Comstock were operating 
in borrasca, which in mining jargon is just 
the opposite of bonanza. The V & T settled 
down to a long, lean but gracious old age. For 
a number of years, the late Ogden Mills 
operated it handsomely out of sentiment. 


New Life for V & T 


ON ALTERNATE days, a MeKeen motor coach 
makes the round trip to Minden with the 
mails and less-than-carload freight. Three 
times a week and more frequently if traffic 
warrants it, the» Baldwin-built 10-wheelers, 
No. 25 and No. 27, roll into the main. The 
V & T is, of course, still the only railroad serv- 


ing Carson City, smallest of all state capitals. 

In July came the news which might mean 
a new life for bonanza railroads and other 
lines similar to the V & T. Since the Federal 
government announced its plan to permit re- 
sumption of gold mining, several projects to 
rework the Comstock tailings are under con- 
sideration. One plan calls for razing Vir- 
ginia City, now almost a ghost town, and 
opening the long deserted shafts as a 
surface operation. A manufacturer has 
leased part of the Carson City shops to fabri- 
cate merchandise. Things may be looking up 
for the railroad. 

Whatever happens, the Virginia and 
Truckee has its store of memories, souvenirs 
of only yesterday when all the world was 
young. Most romantic of all railroads, it still, 
in legend and the record, operates trains to 
Galconda, treasure trains laden with the 
riches of the western empire. The End

Onis was before victory was in our hands. Say 
you were a Navy night fighter on a carrier in the 
black Pacific. The catapult let go, and your Hell- 
cal took off into the inky, dangerous canopy 
of murk... 

The voice of the Fighter Director Officer 
crackles through your radiophone, ‘Okay, 
Joe, I have a customer for you. Vector one- 
three-zero.’”’ The ship’s radar has picked up a 
Jap plane. Set your course at 130 degrees and 
you might find it out there in the blackness. 

Once you are in the sky, the FDO picks you 
up on his radar. He watches and calculates 
as the two “‘blips’’ dance on the radar scope. 
One blip is the Jap. The other is you. The 
FDO’s job is to bring them together. Here’s 
his voice again: 

**The boyey’s changing his course, Joe. 
Vector two-two-zero. That ought to take 
you right into his parlor.”’ 

It does, too. A pair of dots appears on your 
own yellow-gold radar scope in the cockpit. 
You report this to the FDO and he says, in the 
strange language of these conquerors of the 
night, “‘Roger, Joe boy. It’s Judy. Give us a 


splash.”’ Translation: “I’ve received your mes- 
sage, Joe. You are on your own now. Shoot 
the Jap down.”’ 

Your eyes are glued to the radar scope as 
you close in for the kill. Close in for the kill! 
That’s a funny way to put it, for the Pacific 
night is quiet save for the thrashing of your 
own motor. You can’t see a thing out there 
in the dark. All you see are the twin dots, 
specks of light on the yellow-gold scope, and 
they’re the enemy. 

Remember how, as a kid, you had a little 
box with a glass top and three ball bearings in 
jt? The idea was to tilt it until the balls set 
neatly in three little cups. 


Shooting at Dots 


Your problem is a little like that right now. 
You are not flying against wind or sky or 
ground. You are flying against those two little 
dots, banking a little, climbing a little, until 
those dots are in the center of the scope — 
“between the goal posts.”’ 

When the radar tells you you’re on the 
Jap’s tail, you raise your head and look out. 
Sure, there’s a spot of blood on the sky and 
you read it for what it is: the exhaust flame 
from the Jap’s motor. You report a visual 
contact to the FDO and he says, ‘““Good luck, 
Joe boy,”’ and you squeeze the front of the 
joystick with your index finger. That sends

the chatter of death from six 50’s mounted in 
your wings. 

‘“‘Splashed him! Splashed the bandit!”’ you 
yell into your phone. You bank sharply and 
watch the Jap trail a shroud of flame into 
the sea. 

You fly home. Home. What is home? 
For the night fighter home is a hunk of 
steel, somewhere in the black of the 
night. The FDO “talks you in” on the radio- 
phone, tells how to find the carrier. When 
you are close enough you contact the ‘‘snap- 
per,”’ the landing officer, who lines you up 
astern of the ship. Then he guides you in a 
rectangular flight completely around the ves- 
sel until you are in the groove, ready to come 
in over the fantail for a landing. 

“‘Paddles,”’ the Landing Signal Officer, so 
called because of the paddles he waves, is 
out on the flight deck in his zoot suit, streaked 
with emerald green, sodium yellow and flame 
orange. These are phosphorescent streaks 
which shine out in the night. And the pad- 
dies are alight with a phosphorescent sky-blue. 

Aided by ‘‘Paddles’’ and the tiny, masked 
decklights — visible only when you are in 
the groove — you set your Hellcat down like 
a kitten in a rag basket. 

That is what happens, and in the whole 
story of fighting aviation there is nothing to 
match it. It is the ultimate in co-operation 


between men and machine. Airborne radar 
is about as far as we’ve gone on the scientific 
side. And night radar flying is about as far as 
we've gone on the human side. 

Navy night fighters can be pardoned if 
they call themselves the hottest pilots in the 
world. They are just that. 

It was toward the end of 1942 that our 
night fighter program was begun. By August, 
1943, the first night squadron was sent to the 
Pacific. Its Corsairs were equipped with 
experimental hand-made radar. They were 
land-based at Empress Augusta Bay, Bou- 
gainville. The Navy was ready with night 
fighters, but it wasn’t ready to land them 
on blacked-out carriers — not yet. 

In January, 1944, the Navy was ready to 
operate its night fighters aboard carriers. 
Lieut. Fred LeRoy (Buck) Dungan, 24, of 
Pasadena, Calif., whose picture is on our 
cover, was one of the 16 pilots who went 
aboard the Yorktown. The day fighters and 
the crew of this famous Fighting Lady wel- 
comed Buck and his buddies as they might 
have welcomed Betty Grable. 

“Boy, we can sure use you!” they said. 


Only Miss Once 


Nicut Jap attacks, particularly off Kwaja- 
lein, had filled the dark hours with terror. 
Against this, Buck and the boys would pit 
their “‘weapons,”’ the night fighters’ name for 
their radar gear. Of course, not one of them 
had yet made a night landing on a carrier — 
but they were eager to try. In this art, like 
parachute jumping, you only miss once. 

Night fighting was so new that many a 
Navy brass hat wasn’t at all convinced it 
would work. Months rolled by, and not once 
was the squadron sent up on a night flight. 
They were used, to their chagrin, as day 
fighters. 

In May they were transferred to the new 
Hornet. And finally on the Fourth of July 
(Independence Day for night fighters), they 
got their first chance to go up and fight in 
the dark. 

The Hornet lay off Chichi Jima, north of 
Iwo Jima. Buck and three others were sum- 
moned to the ready room and handed their 
dark red goggles, which they wore for 30 
minutes to accustom their eyes to darkness. 
Then they hurried up to the flight deck to

Women returning from 
the wars have earned 
your help as they face 
civilian life again ... 


HE came out of a big apartment 
house just as I was passing with 
my friend, Major Eames. Ap attrac- 
tive young woman, she was smartly 
dressed, from her high-heeled shoes 
to her pert hat. She glanced at us, 
noticed the Major’s uniform, and 
automatically swung him a salute that 
nearly knocked her hat off. Then she 
blushed and ducked past us hurriedly. 
The Major grinned. ““Must be a 
Wac, just out,”’ he said. “‘Not quite 
readjusted to civilian life yet.” 
At the moment, it seemed merely 
amusing. 
Resume Civilian Life 


*“Wuen you stop to think about it, 
though,”’ said the Major, “‘it must be 
quite a change for them, from mili- 
tary life back to civilian jobs, tea par- 
ties, kitchen sinks, and other normal 
feminine pursuits.”’ 

Yes, with all that has been said and 
written about returning veterans, 
here, on the distaff side, is a new and 
special situation, the ramifications 
of which have yet to be fully known 
and understood. Never before have 
we had large numbers of service wom- 
en, as well as service men, returning to

ship in the armed forces of the nation. 

Under an Army-Navy agreement, 
women of the Wac, Waves, Spars and 
Marines have been receiving dis- 
charges for several months. A service 
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woman who is the wife of a disabled 
veteran can get a discharge upon re- 
quest. The wife of a discharged vet- 
eran, if she has had a year of active 
service, may also apply for discharge.

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We knew we'd find Shirley here. She

In addition, the Wac has been dis- 
charging women over 40, upon re- 
quest, and women who have won at 
least 44 points under the point system. 

They, too, have been soldiers, sail- 


ors, marines and coast guardsmen. 
Thousands of them have been over- 
seas; all have lived a different kind of 
life, leaving deep and lasting effects. 

Like the men, they have a job of 
readjusting to do. They also have 
earned our help in making their home- 
coming and re-establishment as civil- 
ians happy and successful. 

Since that day of the saluting inci- 
dent, I have talked with many re- 
cently-discharged women, with oth- 
ers in the process of getting their dis- 
charges, and with officers and officials 
who speed them on their way. 


Get GI Benefits 


Tuey are entitled, of course, to all the 
benefits of the GI Bill of Rights and 
other officially-constituted veteran 
aid. But you cannot requisition human 
understanding. You cannot legislate 
thoughts out of their minds or emo- 
tions out of their souls. 

I was at Fort Dix, N. J., recently, 
when a group of Wacs were getting 
their honorable discharges. Each 
of them completed, that day, her Last 
Army routine. Then the Commanding 
Officer of the Separation Center, 
Lieut. Col. Thomas M. Childs, bade 
them an official farewell from the 
Army. As he talked to them, lips be- 
gan to tremble, and before he finished 
some were weeping. 

That, a Wac counseling officer told 
me, is a typical reaction. ““The. first 
two women who came here to be dis- 
charged on points wept as the others 
paraded past them, and the bugler 
sounded retreat. But don’t let that 
fool you. It’s like graduating from 
school, or any other major break in life

All through those years, she had 
yearned for a better life, going to 
night school to try to keep her mind 
above the level of the floors she 
scrubbed, but had never been able

to get away from them. With her chil- 
dren finally launched in life just as 
the war came, she had joined the 
Wac. She had won chevrons and been 
the very model of a first sergeant. 

In the Army, she had met and mar- 
ried a veteran sergeant, and had-asked 
for her discharge so that she could 
join him at his post. So she had come 
to Fort Dix, and in the routine of the 
separation center, had a final physical 


examination — and had learned that 
she was going to have a baby. 

“You never saw a happier woman 
than she was,”’ said the officer. “She 
said the Army had given her every- 
thing she could ever want: the ability 
to do a real job, a good husband, and 
now a child coming.”’ 


Marriage is Important 


GETTING a job is considerably less 
of a problem in the women’s minds, 
officials tell me, than it is in the minds 
of most returning men. Said an officer 
who has counseled many discharges 
.of both sexes: ““The average man is 
thinking of a job as a long-range 
proposition. He wants to get set to 
earn a future income which he will 
need as his responsibilities increase. 
But the average woman, if she is not 
already married, thinks of a job in 
short-range terms. She wants some- 
thing to do until the important thing 
comes along — namely, marriage.” 

Most of those who do want jobs, 
however, want better ones than they 
had before. Girls who have been fac- 
tory workers, for example, have fre- 
quently gained experience which 
makes them logical candidates for 
office jobs. 

The very fact that many ex-service 
women are not going to be content 
with the jobs they had before the war, 
however, points up the one fact which 
we who are their families, friends and 
neighbors should understand and take 
into account when they get home. 
They are coming back changed. 

Unlike many of their male com- 
rades. they have not had to undergo 
combat, and thus the cases of physi- 
cal handicap and severe nervous strain 
will be rare. But many of them will 


have acquired new skills, and all of 
them will have acquired a new self- 
depéndence and self-discipline. 

This, I submit, is good news. It 
should be encouraging not only to the 
families and friends of the women 
now coming home, but to the new re- 
cruits. It means that they are coming 
home qualified to be even better 
daughters, wives, mothers and mem- 
bers of the community. But unless 
we understand the change, and 
allow for it in our relations with 
them, it can lead to personal 
clashes which will turn their 
home-coming sour for everybody 
concerned, 

I talked with one young woman 
who was apparently worrying about 
just such a clash. She had served over- 
seas, and was being discharged on 
points. Her home was a small town 
in. Pennsylvania, and I asked her if 
she were going back there. 


“I Want a Job’’ 


‘For a little while,’ she said. ““To 
visit with my family. But I'm not 
going to stay there. I’m going to get 
a job in Philadelphia.”’ And then she 
added, “‘I don’t know what my Father 
is going to say when I tell him. But 
that’s the way it’s going to be.”’ 

The Wac counseling officer nodded 
when I told her of this conversation. 
‘*There is only one thing that | would 
say, if I could, to all the folks back 
home,” she said. “It’s this: There 
aren't any girls coming out of the 
service. They are all women now. 
They know what they want, and they 
know how to get it. They want your 
love and encouragement, but don’t 
try to re-tie them to the apron strings.

AWOL milk bottles are the big 
worry of the dairy industry. Some 
25,000,000 empties, it is esti- 
mated, are hiding in cupboards, 
garages and cellars, and must be 
returned in a hurry if milk deliv- 
eries are not to be seriously cur- 
tailed. Fluid milk consumption is 
up 25 percent since the war, but 
bottle-making plants are unable to 
increase their output.
